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CHAPTER. 173
BURLINGTON SWINE.

" AN ACT to prevent.swine from running at large in the city of Burlington.

Seorion 1. Bs ttenacted by the Goneral Assembly of the Restrsin swise
State of Iowa, That it shall be unlawful from and after the
first of March next, for the owner or owners, possessor or
possessors of any hogs, shoats or pigs, to permit such hogs,
shoats and pigs to run at large within the corporate limits
of the city of Burlington, and any person or persons being
the owner or possessor of any swine aforesaid, and permit-
ting them to run at large, contrary to this act, shall be lia-
ble to a fine of five dollars for each violation of this act, to Fine.
be collected before the mayor or any justice of the peace in
said city, as any action for debt, with costs of suit; and
such fine shall be paid to the person making complaint.

Sec. 2. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa State Gazette, and Hawkeye and Tele-
graph, without expense to the State.

CHAPTER 174.
BRIDGE.

AN ACT ta suthorize the Burlington and Missouri River Railrosd Company te
construct a bridge across the Mississippi river at Burlington.

Brorion 1. Bs # enacted by the General Assembly of the suthorised.
State of Iowa,. That the Burlington and Missouri River
Raiiroad Compeny, a corporation existing under and by
virtue of the laws of this State, be, and is hereby author-
ized and empowered to build, maintain and use a Railroad
bridge over the Mississipi river, or that portion within the
jurisdiction of the State of Iowa, at or near Burlington, in
such manner as shall not materially obstruct or interfere Navigstion.
with the £ree navigation of eaid river, and to connect, by
railread or etherwiee, such bridge with any railroad in the
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State of Illinois, terminating at or near said point: Provid-
ed, That said company shall commence said bridge within
three years, and shall complete the same within eight years
from the passage of this act. )

Sec. 2. Until such bridge shall have been constrncted
as afuresaid, the said Railroad Cowmpany shall have the
right to establish and operate a steam ferry across the Mis-
sisippi river at the pvint named, fur the transportation of
freight and passengers, conveyed or to be conveyed over
said railroad.

Sec. 3. This act shall be in forde from and after its pub-
lication according to law.

CHAPTER 175.

FIFTH JUDICIAL DISTRICT.

AN ACT fixing the times of holding court in the fifih judicial district.

SectioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of Iowa, That the terms of the district court in the
fifth judicial district in said State, begun and holden in the
following connties in said district at the following times: In
the county of Greene on the second Monday of March and
September; in the county of Webster on the third Mon-
day of March and September; in the county of Calhoun
on the fourth Monday of March and September; in the
eounty of Boone on the first Monday of April and October,
and in all other counties at such times as the judge of said
district may in his discretion appoint.

Src. 2. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa City Republican and Capital Reporter.
